{ove laſt, they having rais'd a conſiderable Number of Men, there were 
ſeveral Meetings had between the Priſoner at the Bar, and ſeveral other 
Perſons, in order to ſend ſome Perſon over to get Forces from France, 
to Invade this Kingdom. - The firſt Meeting, that you will hear of, was at 
the Old King's Head-Tavern in Leaden Hall-Street, and there were preſent the 
Priſoner at the Bar, my Lord of Aylesbury, my Lord Montgomery, Sir Fobn 
Fenwick, Sir William Parkins, Mr. Charnock, (who was lately Condemned 
and Executed for the Deſign of Murdering 'the King) Mr. Porter, and 
one Cook. At that Meeting you will hear what their Debates were, and

power him in their Names, to aſlure the late King Fames, that chey would, 
when ever he Landed with his French Troops, be ready to afliſt him with 
near Two Thouſand Horſe among them. 

Upon this, Gentlemen, Mr. Charnock undertook to go upon this Meſ- 
ſage : But about a Week after they met again, for he was unwilling togo 
upon ſuch an Errand, without having a full Reſolution and Affurance 
from theſe Gentlemen that were thus Engag'd, that he might fatisfhie the 
late King what they would certainly do. So they met again about a Week 
after, and that was at a Tavern in St. Fame's Street, nzar Sir Jobn Fenwick's

told hid, He thank'd chem very much for their Kindnefs, and Readineſs 
to xfMiſt him 3 but 'at that Time the French King could not ſpare any 
Fottes, rior tbiitd it be all that Summer, and ſo there was nothing to be 
done ; and thereepon it reſted till the laſt Winter. n 

Then, Gentlemen, you will hear that che laſt Winter the Deſign was 
renewed again, about Farwary laſt :; For Sir George Barclay came over from 
the late King, being a Lieutenant of his Guards there, and then they eas 
rered into a Conſpiracy to aſſaflinate the King ; and that was to be done 
firft,to facilitate the Invaſion,which was to follow immediately upon the Exe- 
cution of the Aſſaſſination : For they thought one cou'd have no Aﬀurance 
of Suceeſs in their Invaſion, as long as the King lived 3 and 1 hope every 
Ohe will take notice, how precious that Life is to us, when it is fo apparent,to 
all the World, that our Enemies carinot hope for any Succeſs to their Enter- 
prizes and Deſigns to deftroy ts, but by raking that Life away. | 
' Gentlemen, this very Conſpiracy you will hear the Priſoner at the 
Bar was acquainted with, and privy to, even this Atlaflinaction ; tho? in- 
deed you will hear he did got much approve of -it, becauſe he thoughe 
ic wobu'd be a Diſfervice to the late King's Afﬀairs ; but he wasat ſeveral 
Meetings with Mr. Porter, and Mr. Charnock, and Sir W:iliam Parkins, and 
ſeveral others chat were Confpirators in that Deſign, and was acquainted 
with 'it, as you will hear by the Evidence. 

Gentlemen, you will hear further, that about January laft, the Invaſion 
being intended to be quickly midde, the Priſoner at the Bar, Sir Foby Friend, 
had f quent Meetings with Blaire, that was his Lieutenant-Colanel, and 
other Officers, to confider and prepare how to bein a Readineſs. Abour 
that time the Prifoner at the Bar, Captain Blaire, and one. Captain Ridley, 
met at a Place in Exchange-Ally, and there they diſcourſed among one a- 
nother ; and there Ridley ſaid there was a conſiderable Roman-Carbolick that 
was ſent to King Famer, and he wou'd bring the laſt Orders; and Sic 
Fobn Friend ſaid he knew of it very well, it was fo, and he hoped he ſhou'd 
have them brought very quickly.

Slater was grown fo much in Sir Jobs Friends Favour, that he Rivalled 
Captain Blair, in the Opinion of Sir Fob» Friend; and Sir Jobs Friend for that Reaſon, 
would have two Lieutenant Collonels, whereof Slater was to he one. Captain Blair ſays, 
be took that amiſs, that anyone befides bimſelf ſhould be in char Poſt, and Reſented ir to 
Sir Fobm Fried, and therefors Bir Jobs Friexd found pur another Office for Slater; and that 
was to be a Captain of a Troap of Horſe, that ſhould conſift of Non-ſwearing Parſons, and 
which were to be an indecacier Troop. 


 Grntlemen, He tells you that he did-Liſt ſeveral Men, Cur the particular perſons, tho? he 
has Named the Officers, be did avot fo diſtinQly remember, bur they are in the Paper that 
he delivered to the Council, which he has not him : He tells you,rhat Sir Job Friend 
told hing that one Richardſon was another Captain of Horſe, and the like of one Mr. Cole, 
that he was to be a Captain likewiſe. |

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| He alſo acquainted you, - Gentlemen, that he did receive from Sir Jobs 
Friend ſeveral fumms of Money, and he acquaints you-in particular with the 
manner how ; he ſays that Sir Fobn Friend had expended 100/..towards the 

001. that was paid for. the eſcape of Coll. Parker out of the Tower : and that 
be Fobn Friend was to be reimburſed by Moneys that were to be tranſinitted 
from King Fames at St." Germaine. , He- tclls-you that Piggot had received the 
Money, bar did not deal with Sir Fobz Friend fo ra as to pay it to him; 
but when Captain Blair was preſhin on Sir Fobn Friend for ſome Money, Sir 
Fobn Friend was contented that he thould have 20 /. pr he got it from 
Pigoot out of this 100 /; Captain Blair had not intereſt enough it ſeems to ger 
it himſelf from Pigger, but he applys himſelf to one Harriſazor Fobnſon, (for it 
ſeems he goes by both thoſe names) a Prieſt, who had an intereſt in Piggot, b 
by which means he: got 20 /. of Pigget, and this he ſays was in June or Od 


Then, Gentlemen, he tells you afterwards, he was prefling upon Sir Fobs 
Friend to have another 20 /. and Sir Fobn Friend was contented he ſhould have 
it, provided*he had it from Piggot, and he produces ye a Lerner that was from 
that very perſon the Priſoner at the Bar, ' which is to that ſe ; exculing, 
himſelf that Captain Blair had not heard from him, but that he would meet 
him ac ſuch a.time, and at ſuch a Coffee-houſe. The marter indeed is not 
direly expreſt in words, but atthe time and place the Prifoner did meer Blair, 
and there was Harriſon and this Pigger, and there 5 /. of the laſt 20], was paid 
him ; and the other 15 /. was paid him afterwards: and he ſwears theſe two 
ewenty pounds were paid to him by Sir Fobn Friend, upon account of the. 
charge that Blair had been at in drin king with, and treating thoſe men who 
were to be engaged with Sir fob Friend in his Regiment. 

Gentlemen, he tells you hkewiſe, that Sir Fob» - Friend told him he had 
written a Letter to wa, Fames, and he ſhewed him this Letter, and this was 
at that Pijggor's Mothers houſe ; and when Blair read it, he tells you hethought 
it was ſo well penned, that he did apprehend Ferguſon muſt have a hand in it, 
and that it was none of Sir foby Friend's own'; and that upon this Sir Fobn' 
Friend was angry, that he ſhould ſuſpe&t that Sir Fob» was not the writer of 
this Letter ; all this ſhews an Intelligence with King 7ames,and makes outall 
thereſt ofthe intended Invaſion by King Fames, and a French force here. 

' Captain Blair likewiſe tells you, Gentlemen, thar Sir Fobn Fenwick had 4 
Troops of Horfe, as Sir Fob» Friend told 'him, by way of encouragement, 
which were all ready for the ſervice; and that Ferguſon undertook to bring a 
number of men, and was to be one himſelf in that party; and all this was to 
be put in pratice when the Thoulon Fleet came about, and joynd the Bre 
Fleet. And laſtly he tells you, when he went in the Coach with Sir Fed 
Friend, Sir Joby told him they muſt a& very wari!y, and be very good hus- 
bands, for 1n truth it had coſt him ſo much, that if the Fleer did not come 
ſoon, or the defign ſhould miſcarry, he ſhould want Money to carry on his 
Trade. All this poſitive Evidence is of the Witneiles own knowledge, from 
the Priſoners own mouth, gore, 
Againſt this Evidence, Gentlemen, he takes exception ; that the 2 Witne(- 
ſes are Roman Catholicks ; but this is no exception to their Evidence art all ; 
for it was never yet allowed, or indeed objected, that I know of, before, that 
Roman Catholicks were not good Witneiles. A Roman Catholick may be an 
honeſt man, notwithſtanding his Religion: but, I think, that every. body . 
knows that men who have beenill inother things, tho Roman Carholicks, may 
as to thoſe particular things be good Witneſſes, Nay, not long. ago,.. but on 
Wedneſday laſt. we produced ſome Witneſſes, who were Roman Catholicks,..and 
yetallowed for good Evidence, tho ingaged in that Horrid Conſpiracy agaigſt 
the life of the King; . and if any thing would have taken off their (7 en 
certainly the Guilt of ſach a 'Crime would do it, more than: the pretence of 
any particular perſwaſion of Religion. .Nay, I muſt crave leave to ſay far- 
ther, that this argument is ſo far from making him no Witneſs, that it makes 
& the more likely he does ſpeak the- truth, and therefore is a good Witneſs. 
or tho Riman Catholicks may be 2 men, yet they are more like, 
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1 to engage in ſuch a Deſign than any other men. And Þ think I may very 
afely add, Sir fobn Friend would not have found ſo many that he conldingapge 
in ſuch a buſineſs as this, that were of any Religion but the Roman Catholic | 
and therefore he applied himſelf to theſe perions, as moſt likely co imbark 
with him on ſuch a bottom. | 
Gentlemen, as to what Couremey, that was brought from the Gate-bouſe ſays, 
about his -diſcourſe with Captain Blair in the Priſon ; _ Blair has upon 
his Qath declared, that he did not go ſo far as tofay, he did any thing againſt 
his Conſcience, but only Carrrney bid him take care what he ſwore, and preft 
him no further. Hepretends he came caſually into Blair's Chamber, but it is 
lain he intruded intohis Room; for it is {worn by th © Jaylor, and Blair him- 
fel that he had given dire&ions none ſhould come into his Room but his 
Wife, fothac does nor diſcountenance the evidence of Blairat all, and if you 
do believe what our Witneſſes haye ſaid, Captain Porter and Captain Blair, 
then Sir Fohn Friend is guilty of alt the Crimes that are charged upon him in 
this Inditment, and I hope you'll be ſo juſt ro your Prince, to your Coun- 
try, and to your Selves, 'as ro find him guilty accordingly. 
- Me. Coiper. If your Lordſhip pleaſes to ſpare me a word on the fame ſide, 
My Lord, I do not trouble your Lordſhip out of an apprehenſion that there 
is any thing neceſſary to be ſaid ro the Court in this matter, or for the ſa- 
tisfation of the Jury, bur, if poſſible, that we might convince the Priſoner ar 
the Bar,that he has had no'hard meaſure in this proſecution meeted tohim,but 
chat he is proved guilty of the Crime of which he ſtands accuſed, and that re- 
ally there is no weight at all, in the defence which he has made. 
| The firſt part of it goes to diſcredit one of our Evidences, Captain Blair, 
from ſome diſcourſe thar he would objet to have paſs'd between him and the 
perſort here produced, in the Priſon of the Gare-bouſe. And the firft part of 
that diſcourſe was, upon Blair's firſt coming into the Priſon: and as to that 
time, the objetion amounts'to no*more than this ; that Captain Blair would 
not confeſs, when he: was pump'd by a fellow Priſoner, that he was. engaged 
in ſo horrid a deſign ; what weight there is in ſuch an objetion,truly I cannot 
ſee, but will leave it to any mans judgment to conſider, That a man when he 
is freſhly taken upon ſuch an occaſion, does not immediately confeſs his guilt 
to every body that meets him, nay to perfons that would not have lik'd him, 
for making ſuch a confeflion, but perhaps would have deſtroyed him in Pri- 
ſon for ſo doing. 

The other Iourſe was upon Friday, the next day, I think, before Captain 
Blair went to Hick 5-hall to his examination ; and then he intrudes himſclfinto 
Blair's Chamber, when he lay very ill upon the Bed, and accofts him with a 
oup of Brandy in his hand, and with good, advice at the fame time , that he 
ſhould take great care in what he ſhould ſay at Hick's-ball, and the like : and 
then Captain Blair it ſeems, did exprefs fome reluctancy in the thing he was 
going about, as if it were againſt his mind and inclination. If that were true, 
(tho Captain Blair denys it poſitively upon his Oath) yet it was no more than 
I am willing to obſerve for the Priſoner, Captain Blair did expreſs here, when 
he firſt came into Court; and it is no more than what is natural, ſince che 
Priſoner had been his friend and intimate, and he was going to Depoſe thac 
againſt him, which was likely to prove fatal to him. | 

| My Lord, as to another part of his Defence, it cpnlifts chiefly in this ; the 
Evidence brought to prove, that the Kings Wirneffesare reputed Roman Ca 
tholicks, and that the Priſoner is a reputed Proteſtant of the Church of Fx- 
gland. If that be true too, all that can be: rationally and: fairly colle&ted from 
thence is this, that they (the Witneſſes Fmean) when they engaged in ſuch a 
black and execrable deſign might be very good Papiſts ; bur I am fare ic will 
be agreed, that the Priſoner in ſo doing was a very bad Proteſtant. 

My Lord, he objeds to their Evidence this likewiſe, thar if they be af + 
they may be abſolved by the Pope, or their Prieſts, tho they ſhould ſwear falſe. 


ly. Polfibly that may be ſo, for ought I know ; I confeſs I am not very well 
acquainted with the principles of that Religion : bur this I dare iy, char wk 
ene who has heard what has been ſworn by them, will think it 16 - 
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ſervice to the Popiſh Cauſe and Intereſt, that it will be one of the 1 ; 
"ans _ u_ ever abſolve them of. — 

y Lord, there's another matter the Priſoner has thought fit to inſiſt upon: 
he. has brought two or three Clergy-men to Depoſe, ta whenever he dif 
courſed with them (it ſeems arall times) he was talking about being in a Plot, 
and very readily told his reſolution not to be in any. Ir ſeems it ſtill ſ\wom 
uppermoſt ; his profeſſions were made very cauſeleſsly ; for they allfay nothing 
introduc'd 'em : but of his own meer motion he was always declaring he wzs 
not then in a Plot, nor ever would be. I have heard, that one way, weak 
Men and Children. often diſcover their knowledge of a ſecret intruſted to, 
them, 1s, by a repeated and unneceflary declaring, that they know nothing of 
the matter. 

My: Lord, in the next place for his defence , he juſt offered a point of Law: 
but theCourt fowell ſatisfied him in thar,that I think he wavediit.He alleged thar 
a bare Conſpiracy to levy War is not Treaſon, and theCourt did him right in 
declaring (asGod forbid but they ſhould) thar it is not Treaſon : but I defire the 
Gentlemen of the Jury would conſider,that the Priſoner at+the Bar is not accu« 
ſed barely of a Conſpiracy to levy War, bur you are told to what end that war 
was to be levied, to joynthe late King upon his deſcent into this Kingdom with 
a French power, in order to drive his Majeſty out of the Kingdom, and depoſe 
him from the Crown ; which is a killing him in the eye of the Law : and that 
is High Treaſon by whatever means they intended to effet ic; whether by 
War'or a Stab, or any other manner, it is indifferent. 

In the next place, my Lord, I would take notice of another part of this de- 
fence, which had been berter let alone, wherein he admits that he was preſent 
at.the 2 meetings he is accuſed to have been at by Porter ; but he only differs 
in one point, that there was nothing talk'd then but general and indifterenc 
difoour! re. The Witneſſes have ſworn what the diſcourſe was, and- you will 
weigh the oneagainſt the other ; hisaffirmation of a.thing unlikely in defence 
of himſelf, and what is depoſed upon Oath by the Kings Witneſſes to the con- 
wp * Lord, there is one thing more I would take notice of, and that is the 
Evidence of Bertram, which we do not produce as a diret Evidence againſt the 
Priſoner at the Bar, but as a confirmation of what was ſworn by Bleir. Ard 
it does ſhew that the matter, ſworn by Blair, was not of late devited out of ma- 
lice, or otherwiſe, to deſtroy the Prifoner ; for that Blair acquainted Bertram 
with, and diſcourſed him about the principal matters of fact, that are now 
ſworn at leaſt 2 years ago ; and beſides his Evidence and the Evidence of Blair 
EONCUr in: this particular, that he was to be Lieutenant in Blair's 'Lroop. 

My Lord, ſuch a concurrence of Evidence and other Circumſtances in this 
matter, greatly increaſe the weight of the proof againſt the Priſoner, eſpecially 
when there is nothing material alledged by him in his defence, and there- 
fore I ſhall trouble your Lordſhip no further. - 

L. C. F. Holt. Look ye Gentlemen of the Jury, Sir Fobn Friend, the Priſoner 
at the Bar, is Indicted for High Treaſon. The Treaſon that is mentioned in 
the Inditment is, Confpiring, Compaſling, and Imagining the Death and 
Deſtruction of the King. To-prove the Conſpiracy and deſign of the Kings 
death, there are two principal Overt Acts that are mainly inlilted upon. The 
one is the conſulting and agreeing with diverſe others to fend Mr. Charncck 
into Frexce, to King Fames, to-detire him to perſwade the French King to ſend 
over forces here to them; who were to furniſh other forces for the railing 
of a War within this Kingdom, in order to Depoſe the King ; and accord- 
gy Mr, Charneck was ſent upon. that. deſign. The other Overt Act. is the 
Prifoners having a Commiſlion from the late King, and preparing and Girect- 
ing men to be leyied, and to be ready to be in a Regiment, of which Sir. fc» 
Friend was by that Commiſſion to be Collonel, and this was. aiſo to atlilt iu 
the Reſticution of King James, and in order thereunto in the Depoling and ex- 
pulſion of King William. . 

Theſe, Gentlemen,Itellyoware.the two Overr: Acts. that are principally intiut- 
ed upon; and to prove-Sir Fobn Friend Guilty of thefe there are two Witnelles 
that have been produced, the one is Captain Pcrter, who ſpeaks to the tut, 
the other is Captain Blair, who ſpeaks to the fecord. Captain 
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Captain Porter tells you, that the latter end of May, or the beginning of Jure. 
1:{t, that he and Sir Fobn Friend, ard others that he mentioned, were-at-the 
Kings-bead Tavern in Leadenhall-ſtrect, and there they entered into a diſcourſe - 
abour the Returning of the late K.Fames;and they did conſider among themfelves 
which was the moſt effectnal way, and what werethe moſt probable meansto* 
have him Reſtored : and thereupon it was agreed among them, that they - 
' would fend a MeTeng2r-into France to him , -to defire hint that he "would 
ſvilicic the French King to furniſh him with 10000 men, to be ſent into England, 
8:00 Foot, 1c00 Horſe, and roco Dragoons ; and they did-agree, that when 
theſe forces, were ſent, conlitting of this number of men, then they would be 
ready to meer and joyn 'them with 2000 Horſe, every one of them was ro 
furnjth his quota; to which Sir Fobn Friend did exprefsly agree. The Meſſen- 
ger that they agreed to ſend was with them in company, and heard the Con- - 
{tilr, which was Mr. Charneck, who was lately Tryed and fince Executed. 
This being ar that time determined, Mr. Charnock intended to go upon the - 
cxccution of that deſign, and made ready for his Journey : but before he wen, 
he had a deſire to mect with the company again, and have a-further diſcourſe 
' vpon this metter, toſee whether they did perſevere in the reſolution they had 
ſo taken. There was another mceting about a week or a fortfiighr after; which 
was at Mr. Mentjey s, a Taverrin St. fames's-ftreet, where met Sir Fobn Friend, 
Captain Porter, and divers others of the Company that were before at the 
Kings Head, And there-they entered into a debate of the matter again ;- this - 
cueſtion there was whether Mr. Charnock ſhould be ſent into France, as-it was 
formerly agreed, and there it was again determined he ſhould go, to which 
he agreed, and Captain Porter ſays that he did go about 2 or 3 days after. 
Mr, Porter tells you further , that about *the time that Mr. Charnoek - 
came back, Mr. Porter was' in Priſon, and he did riot ſee him *upoh: 
his firſt return, ' but afterwards' he met and fpoke with him , and askt 
kim what was the effe&t of his Negotiation, and Mr. 'Charnock told 
tim, that he had done as he was directed ;* that he had been with King 
Fames, and he had ſpoke to the French King, butthe anſwer returned was this, 
that the French King had occaſion for his Forces that year :to be otherwiſe im- 
ployed, and harefore he could nor furniſh ſuch a nuniber of men that year ; 
nd Mr. Porter askt him whether he had been with thereſt of the Genelemen 
and acquainted them therewith, and he ſaid hehad. This is theſubſtance of 
Mr. Porter's Evidenc2 ; whereby you may perceive what the meetings were : 
for, what reſolutions were there taken, and what was the iſſue and effe& of 
them. | | 
' The next Witneſs is Captain Blair, and his Evidence goes to the other pare, 
that is, to Sir Fobn Friends having a Commiſion from the late King Fames, 
and engaging him and others to be in his Regiment, whereof Sir fohn was to 
be Collonel, and the providing of Officers. And for that the Evidence ſtands 
thus. 
Captain Blair tell ye, that about two or three years ago, he was with-Sir -- 
Fohn Friend at his Lodgings in Swrrey-ſtreet, and there he did produce a Com- 
miflion that he had from King Fame: ro be Collonel of a Regiment of Horſe ;* | 
he was to raiſe it himſelf, and was to - caquen- and provide what 'Officers he 
thougt fit, He ſays he read the Commiſiton and it was ſigned at the top Famer - 
Rex, and counterſigned at the bottom Meſfort ; this he is poſitive in, and fur- 
ther, that Sir Fobn Friend did promiſe thar he jhould be Lieutenant Collonel of 
this Regiment, andalfſo deſired that Copontn Blair wou'd get as many men as 
he could, and that there were other Officers that were appointed in that Regi- 
ment, and particularly one Fiſher was brought to Sir Fob» Friend by Captain 
Blair, to be his firſt Captain, and one Collonel Slater who was much in favour 
with Sir fobn Friend, was to have been another Lieutenant Collonel ; for ſaid 
Sir Fobs Friend,l have a mind to him to be my Lieutenant Collonel, and tho you 
are ſo too yet it isno matter, if we have twointhisRegiment,at which Caprain- - 
Blair took very great offence, and _ as much to Sir foby Friend, where-' 
upon Sir Febn Friend told him, it ſhould nor be fo, but ſaid he would make afo- 


ther Proviſion for Mr. Slater ; that he ſhould be a Captain of an Independane 
Troop, that ſhall be compoſed of Non-ſwearing Parſons, and that ſh —— 
him. . Yo, & 
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And Sir Fobn Freind did intruſt Capt. Blair with the providing of Men and 
managing of them. And Capt. Blair tells you, he was ata-grear deal of charge, 
and-laid our diverſe Summs to careſs them, and keep them together, and wanting 
Money to proceed in that Aﬀair, he came to Sir F. Freind, and made great Com- 
plaines, that he wanted Money to carry on the Deſign, by obliging the Men to 
keep together, and herefore prefled to Sir Jobs Freind to furniſh him with ſome 
Money ; ſays Sir Fobn,there is 100 /. due to me, becauſe I laid down 1067; to fur- 
ther the Eſcape of Coll. Parker, and Piggor has received it, and had DireCtions 
to pay it me, bur I cannot yet get it. You ſhall have 20 /. out of chat to06/. if you 
can get it. Well, but how 1s that 20 /. to be had? It ſeems there was one Herri- 
ſon or Johnſon a Prieſt, who had ſome Intereſt in this Piggor, and he-was to help 
him toit; and thereupon the 20 /. was atually paid the latter end 'of Fane or 
the beginning of 7«ly laſt. This 20 /. he ſwears he did receive upon that account, 
by the Direttion of Sir Fobn Freind, to be fo imploy'd as you have been told. 

Then Captain Blair had occaſion for more Money, which was ſometime after 
Michaelmas laſt, which was to be employ'd as the formgr was : and he was ve- 
ry importunate to obtain it of Sir Joby Freind: at length RE did obtain it, as herells 
york and the manner how. He produces a Letter under Sir Fobn Freind's own 

nd, which ſeems to be an Anſwer to a Letter chat Capt. Blair had ſenc ro him 
before, he thinks it to be his own hand, for he is acquainted with his hand- 
writing. Bur that is nor all to prove it his hand, for the Contents of the Letter 
are remarkable which are about the Payment of Money to Blair ; -the Letter 
bears date of a Tueſday Morning, and is directed to - Capt, Blair, and'a Porter 
brought ic, as he thinks, to his Houſe; and thereby -ic was appointed- they 
ſhould meet on Thurſday next at Fonathar's Coffee-Houſe about the hour 
of Twelve; and accordingly Capt. Blair came to Fenathan's Coffee-Houſe, 
where he accordingly met with Sir Fob» Freind, and there was Harriſon the 
Prieſt and Pigget, and there he does receive a Summi of Money upon the fame 
Account: fo that now the proof of this Letter does not depend barely upon the 
knowledge of the hand, but the Contents of it, and the ſubſequent meeting ac 
the time and place mentioned in the Lertcer is a great Evidence that it was Sir 
Tobn Freind's hand-writing, and more Money is prov'd ro be aftually paid 
in the preſence of Sir Fobn Freind, which is the moſt material part of the Evi- 
dence. And you are told further, that that as Sir Fob» Freind and Capt. Blair 
were going together in a Coach from Jonathan's Coftee-Houſe to St. Martins Ie 
Grand, there was a Difcourſe berween them ; and Sir Fobn Faemnd faid, for his 
part be would nor tir till ſuch time as the Toulon | Fleer was come about, and 
joyned with the Breſ# Fleet. That he did think he was in danger of being ap- 
prehended when it come about, and therefore Capt. Blair was to ſculk till then, 
as he himſelf told him he would do, but yet he ſhould get what Men he could. 
And this is a great Argument of his being concerned in the intended Invaſion, 
and that his making Preparation for his Regiment, had relation to the French 
Invaſion, which was expected. 

It ſeems two years ago, there being a great Intimacy between Blair and Sir 
Fobn Freind, as appears by all the Evidence, Blair was acquainted with this 
Deſign. For you are told of the Letter that was writ by him to King Tames, 
which he ſhew'd to Capt. Blair, and ir was concerning his Regiment; he ſays, 

that Sir Fobn Freind own'd he writ that Letter himſelf, that Blair did read 
the Lecter, and finding it ſo well penn'd, he ſaid, that he thought Ferguſon had 
a hand in it, at which Sir Fob» Freind was angry ; bur Blair ſays, the Letter 
was concerning the Regiment of which Sir Fobn Freind was Coll. 

Then Gentlemen, you have Bertram called to. prove, that Blair did tell him, 
that he was to be his Lieutenant Coll. which was long before there was any 
Thoughts of any Diſcovery of this intended Invaſion, and before the Diſcovery 
of the Plot of Aſſaſſination, which Sir Fobn Freind did own he had ſome know- 
legde of, bur he diſliked ir, and ſaid it would ruine King Fames's Aﬀairs. So that 
Gentlemen, I think this is the Summ and Subſtance of the Evidence that has 
given upon this Occaſion againſt Sir Fobn Freind, to induce you to believe him 
been to be guilty of this Crime with which he now ſtands charged. 

Burt now you are to conſider what Sir Fobn Freind fays on behalf of himſelf. 
In the firſt place, he makes an ObjeCtion againſt the Credit of all theſe Wir- 
neſles, that they are not to be believed, becauſe, ſays he, chey are known or 
reputed to be Roman Catholicks and Papiſts, and their Conſciences, and their 
Oachs are large, eſpecially when _ they think they can do an Iojury 
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t6_ any Proteſtant ; and therefore they are-not to. be allowed as Wuneſles, at 
leaſt their- Credit is not RRC, ro induce a, Jury. > believe them. Ar. firſt 
indeed he urged there was a Stature and a Law that did diſable them from. being 
Witneſſes ; bur I muft tell you there is no ſuch Statute, nor indeed. is their be- 
ing Papiſts any Diminution at all to the Credic of their Teſtimony ; for Papiſts 
are legal Witneſſes, and tho' there are ſevere Laws to puniſhthem for their Non- 
Conformity-ro the Church'of England, and for other their Popiſh Pratices ; 
yet I know of no Law that renders rhem infamous, or incapable of being Wic- 
neſles. For you are to conſider, Papiſts ate Chriſtians, and ſwear by the ſame 
E iſts that Proteſtancs doe ; and as for that ſuppoſition, that they look upon 
P as Hereticks, and can' have a. Diſpenſation for any Oaths that they 
rake againſt them; you: are to conſider, as it has been very well obſerved 
by the King's Councel, that they are never like ro obrain any Diſpenſation or 
Pardon, if they ſhould forſwear themſelves to defeat the Deſigns of the Popiſh 
Party Ire therefore it is a very Inconfiderable ObjeCtion, and in this caſe hach 
no t. 

Patt ian he does infﬀ upon ict, that Capt. Blair is not to be. believed, and 
there are two Objeftions he makes againſt him. Firſt, That he did deny thar 
he knew any thing of the Plot. For Blair being upon this occaſion brought 
Priſoner to the Gate-Houſe, and afterwards upon a Diſcourſe of ſome News in-the 
Flying Poſt, wherein it was mention'd, that Capt, B/air had confeſt all, and 
made -a-full Diſcovery, that thereupon he ſhould ſay, He was innocent of che 
Plot, 'and knew noching of ic. You Gentlemen are to conſider the Weight of 
this Objetion. Firſt, Suppoſe he had ſaid fo, it might be, he. was noc willing 
(as he'was not oblig'd) to own it, and would -not confeſs it at that time, and {to 
theſe Perſons. It was not his Intereſt and Prudence to be too open ; and there- 
fore it does not follow, that becauſe a Man would not truſt others with his Con- 
feſſion, but deny'd'his knowledge of a Plot when there was no occaſion for him 
to own it, that now he ſwears it poſitively, therefore he ſhould ſwear falſly. 

But ſecondly, Capt. Blair who was called for the Vindication of himſelf, and 
his Teſtimony has upon his Oath declared'ro you, that he did not fay he knew 
not any thing of the Plor, buc did deny any Concern in, or Knowledge of the 
Aſſaſſination. Now this buſineſs, for which Sir Job» Freind is tried, is not for 
being Tay in the deſign'd Aſſaſſination, but of a Deſign with force to Depoſe 
the King, and reſtore King James. ; 

Then as to thgother matter that was upon Friday Night laſt ; Courtney the 
Witneſs ſays, That he came to Capr. Blair's Chamber, and took, notice of his 
being-tobe a Witneſs at Hiuk's Hall the next day, and ſaid I pray God dirett you; 
and he ſays his Wife, then preſent, faid it was againſt his Conſcience, and he 
ſeem'd to be in very great trouble about ir, and owned as much, . But now 
Capt. Blair himſelf, being examined upon his Oath, doesdeny poſitively that ei- 
ther he or ſhe ſaid any fuch thing as that it was againſt his Conſcience ; he ſays, 
that Courtney got in to him on purpoſe to ſurprize him, and he was aware of it, 
anp his Deli3n being«to keep himſelf free from all Company, he gave diretions 
to the Keeper (as the Keeper himſelf ſwears) to let no body come to him bue 
his Wife ; and Mr. Courtney intruded himſelf upon him. 

Beſides, Gentlemen, you are to confider the Probability of that which Mr. 
Courtney ſaith: when a man is to be a Witneſs the next day upon Bill of Indict- 
meat before a Grand Jury, that he ſhould be ſo indiſcreer, as to tell any Body he 
was going to ſwear againſt his Conſcience, is ſtrange and very unaccountable. 
You are therefore to conſider of this whole Matter, what Evidence Capt. Bla:r 
has given, and the Import of it, and the Weight and Credibility of that Evidence 
which is given againſt him, 

Then Sir Fobn Freind infiſts upon another Matter ; ſays he, I am a Proces 
ſtant, anditis nor{Jikely, that TI that am a Proteſtant ſhould conſpire w:th Papiſts 
againſt Proteſtants ; and for thar hehas called eighr Witneſſes, who tell you they 
have known him, ſome ewenty Years, ſome more, others ten, and that they have 
frequently converſt with him, and never knew that he was ever Popilhly attet- 
ed, and they have been frequently in his Company fince the Revolution, and 
they never knew that at any time he refleted upon the Government; nay, [ 
think one ſaid, that once he did reprove a Man for talking undecently of rhe 
Goveinment ; that he uſed conſtantly co go to Church 4 or 5 Years ago (thu? 
there is no account of that ſince.) And particularly there is one Mr. Lufton thag 
was his Chaplain, and he tells you he was in his Houſe ; and there ts read 
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the Common-Prayer in the Family ſince the Revolution, and pray'd for tht 
King and the lare Queen, and Sir obs Freind was often preſent at the- Prayers; 
and particularly when he prayed for the preſent King, and the late Queen; but 
he fays he himſelf nas been gone thence Five years, and has been little Conver- 
fant with him ſince. | 
There is another. Witnels tells you, he has been in Sir 7obz Freind's Company 
divers rimes, whor he believes to be a Proteſtant of the Church of.England, and 
hath had Diſcourſe concerning the preſent Government ; and that Sic Fob Freind 
id, that tho' he could not rake the: Oaths,. and thereby Conform to the Gor 
vernment, yet he was reſolved to live quietly under it ; and would not ingage in 
any _—_ of Plot ; for he that catch'd him in the Corn, ſhould pur him in the 
Pound. 
This is the Summ and Subſtance of the Evidence on both ſides; and you, Gen- 
tlemen, are to conſider the Weight of this part of his Defence too ; whether. it 
* be a ſufficient Anſwer to the Evidence given againſt him, and has Weight enough 
to out-ballance what the Witneſſes for the King have Sworn? For-altho? he was 
a Proteſtant, yer it is plain he had no great Liking to the Government ; and there- 
fore would not take the Oaths; and tho' he was preſent at the Common-Prayer; 
when the King and Queen were prayed. for, yet whether he joyned in thoſe 
Prayers, is very uncertain, . There are a great many, who are not very well af- 
tected to the Preſent Government, that come to Church, and are-preſent at the 
Publick Prayers ; bur it inay be a very. great Doubt whether they joyn-in their 
Prayers for the Preſent Government or no ; his Conſcience, that ſcruples the ta- 
king the Oaths, might ſcruple that tov. But whether. Sir Fobr Freind's being a 
Proteſtant, and his Declaring he would never be in a Plot, be a ſufficient Proof; 
that therefore he never was in one ; and that his former Diſcourſe of that kind 
ſhould Diſcredit theſe Witneſſes, that have Sworn he has been ſo-much concerned 
in a Plot, you are to conſider; and comparing the Weight, . and Nature of the 
Evidence on the one ſide, and the other, ic muſt be left co your Determination. 
Then there is another thing char he did infiſt upon, and that is matter of Law. 
The Statute of the 25* Ed. 3. was read, which is the great Statute about Trea- 
ſons; and that does contain divers Species of Treaſon, and Declares what ſhall be 
Treaſon. One Treaſon is the Compaſſing, and Imagining the Death of the King ; 
another is the Levying of War : Now, ſays he, here is no War attually Levied ; 
and a bare Conſpiracy or Deſign to Levy War, does not come within this 
Law againſt Treaſon. Now for that, I muſt tell you, if there be anely a Chn- 
ſpiracy to. Levy War, it is not Treaſon, But if the Deſign and Conſpiracy be 
either to Kill rhe King, or to Depoſe him, or Impriſen, or. pur any: Force or Re« 
ſtraint upon him, and the Way and Method of eiteCting of rheſe, is by Levying 
a War, there the Conſultation, and the Conſpiracy .to Levy a War. for that pur- 
poſe, is High-Treaſon, tho' no War be Levied for. ſuch Conſulcation and Conſpi- 
racy, is an Overt-A&, proving the Campaſling, the Death of. che Kiog, which 
is the firſt Treaſon, mentioned in the Statute of. the 25ch of Ed. 3d, For 
the Words of that Statute are; That if an Man Ss oe the 
Death of the King. Now becauſea Man Deſigns the Death, Ion, or De- 
ſtruftian of the King, and to that.Deſign, Agrees and Conſults, to.Levy War; 
that this ſhould not be High-Treaſon, if a War be. not aftually Levied, is very 
ſtrange*DvQtrine, and the Contrary has always.;been held.to be Law. There 
may a War be Levied without any Deſign upon. the King's Perſon, or Endan- 
gering of it ; which if aftually Levied, is High-Lreaſon ; bur | 
a bare Deſigning to Levy War, without more, will not be *RiGog wich Force,ch 
Treaſon. &s for Example ; * If perſons do Aſſemble them» down. all Inclo- 
ſelves, and A with Force in oppoſition to ſome Law 
which they think inconvenient, and hope thereby to get ic 
repealed,'this is Levying a War and Treaſon, tho' Purpoſing 
and Deſgning it is not ſo; ſo when they endeavour ip great 
Numbers with Away to mobs ns EIN 1 0P h 
ownheads, without purſuing t et of the Law, _t 
is a Levying of War, and Treaſon, but the Purpoſing and —— bars trp worm 
Deſigning it is not ſo. g: 
Bur if there be, as I told you, a Purpoſe and Deſign to Deſtroy the King, and 
to Depoſe him from his Throne, or to Reſtrain him, or have any Power over 
him, which is propoſed or deſigned to be effetted by War that is to be Levied, ſuch 


a Conſpiracy and Conſultation to Levy War for the bringing this co pare is aft 
vert- 
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Overt-A& of High-Treaſon. So that, Gentlemen, as to that ObjeCion, that he 
makes in Point of Law, it is of no force, if: there be Evidence ſufficient to con- 
vince you, that he did Conſpire to Levy War for ſuch an end. . 

Gentlemen, the Evidence you have heard what it is, you may conſider the 
Weight of it, and the Circumſtances that do attend it; and likewiſe: the An- 
ſwers that have been given by the Priſoner to Invalidate that Evidence, and to 

rove the Improbability of what they have reſtified againſt him. You have 
Ck I ſay, the Evidence on the one ſide, and the other ; If you are nor ſatis- 
fied that whac the Witneſſes have Sworn is true, that Sir Fob» Freind did Ingage 
in ſuch a Deſign for ſuch a purpoſe, then you are to acquit him ; bur on the 
other fide, if you believe that Sir Fobn Freind is Guilty of what the Witneſſes 
have Depoſed againſt him, then you are to find him Guilty. 

Furyman, My Lord, we defire we may have that Letter with us that was

Then the Fury withdrew to Conſider of their Verdift, and an Officer was Sworn 
to keep them, according to Law, tall agreed, and about @ quarter of an Hour 
afterwards they Returned into Court, and the Priſoner was brought to the

; Cl. of Arr. Then hearken to your Verdict as the Court has Recorded it. You 
fay that Sir Fobn Freind is Guilty of the High-Treaſon whereof he ſtands 1n- 
difted, bur that he had no Goods, nor Chattels, Lands, nor Tenements, ac the 
time of the High-Treaſon committed, or at any time ſince, to your Knowledge.
